This does not apply alone to the 
many dependent industries which 
sprang up in the wake of the auto­ 
mobile, such as accessory manu­ 
facturers, body builders, wheel 
makers, tire manufacturers, and 
others. Basic industries which 
were Important long before the 
automobile was invented now draw 
a large share of their business 
from the automobile manufacturer. 
The latest figures of the National 
Automobile Chamber of Commerce 
prove this.

"Keep Industries Busy
For example, such Important in­ 

dustries as iron and steel, alumi­ 
num, plate glass, leather uphol­ 
stery, rubber, gasoline, and lumber 
(hardwood) draw a large portion 
of their, annual business from the 
automobile industry. An average 
of 52 percent of all the products 
of this group is consumed by it.

Rubber and gasoline are the most 
dependent, 80 percent of all pro­ 
duced being used by the automo­ 
bile. Next comes leather uphol­ 
stery with 69 percent. The in­ 
dustry uses 52 percent of the plate 
glass, 46 percent of the aluminum, 
and 11 percent of all the iron and 
steel produced in this country.

In addition, the railroads of 
America handled 3,040.000 carloads 
of freight for the automobile in­ 
dustry last year. Scores of smaller 
industries are also more or less de­ 
pendent on it for their business. 

Says Cars Necessary
It must be admitted that a large 

part of our national prosperity Is 
due to the popularity of the auto­ 
mobile and the huge annual pro­ 
duction this popularity has made 
possible. Its strong position as one 
of the necessities of modern times 
should not blind us to the fact that 
many of us owe our very means 

livelihood to it, while scarcely 
of us can claim to be Inde­
